Chicago. May 11. — In the hearing 


before the interstate commerce com- 
^mission, corruption of railroad, em- 
ployes and agents of independent oil 
companies, dishonest methods of pro- 
Curing land leases, the giving of short 
measure and the selling of three dif- 
ferent kinds of oil out of the same 
tank and misrepresentations of the 
quality of oil sold were charged 
against the Standard Oil company. 


It was allege* that the Frisco 


road gives a rate of 2 cents per hun- 
dred to the Standard Oil company j 
when it charges competitors of thatj 
company 10 times as much for tbe 
same haul. The inquiry was held un- 
der an order of congress and the ses- 
sion held here was along the same 
lines as that held some time ago in 
Kansas City.

Imposed 


Against Shippers Who Secure Re- 
bates From Transportation Com- 
panies—Government Business Given 
Preference In Time of War. 


Washington, May 11. — The senate 


completed the consideration of the 
second section of the railroad rate 
bill and listened to the reading of sec- 
tions 3 and 4 without considering any 
amendments offered to them. The- 
purpose of this reading was to brin 
tie consideration of the bill up to the 


t 
point of taking up the Allison compro- 
mise amendments. A number ot vary 
important changes were made in the 
second section, including a provision 
restoring the Imprisonment penalty of 
the act of 1SS7, and an amendment 
suggested by Senator McCumber im 
posing a penalty of fine and imprison- 
ment against shippers who secure re 
bates from transportation companies. 
Ihe latter amendment was incorpo- 
rated for the purpose of hilling Ihe 
trusts. Anoiher adopted was offered 
by Senalor Warren. Ill gives the gov- 
ernment business a preference over 
all other traffic in time of war. A 
long series of changes were also made 
at the Instance of the interstate com 
merce commission. Many of. these 
were verbal and all were intended lo 
improve Ihe administrative features of 
'the law. 


Senator LaFollette attempted to se- 


cure the imposition of imprisonment 
for violations of requirements of the 
interstate commerce law. He proposec 
sentences of from one to five years, in 
addition to fines of $1,000 to $20.000 
for unjust discrimination or false rep 
resentations to secure business at less 
than the established rate. Calling at 
tention to the fact that the Klkins ac 
had removed Ihe imprisonment pen 
ally, he claimed that the effect had 
been a rapid increase in violations o 
the law. Senator Lodge expressei 
Ihe opinion that it would be sufficien 
to restore the penal clauses of the in 
terstate commerce - net of 1SS7, an 
said he would offer an amendment to 
that effect at a later period.
